And a: ttently none were admitted into the 
Inns of C.,;,rt, but who were Gentlemen of 
Blood, be their Merits whatever ; as the Foun:

T herefore it is the beſt Patrimony a Father can 
leave his Son, to bequeath him the glory of his 
merits, with the ſtate of Gentility ; And the bel!

He great Dignity in the Church be- 

ing as antient, as Hiſtories affirm, as 
the Apoſtles time, has in all ages {ince been re- 
 yerenced with the greateſt obſervance imagi- 
nable. They being acknowledged by all Chri- 
ſtians, to be thoſe Meſlengers ſent, and parti- 
cularly appointed by God to take care of our 
Salvation. Its therefore not without reaſon, 
that in all times they haye been the firſt of the 
two diviſions of the people, The Clergy and 
the Laity; and rhat as Spiritual Barons have 
place of Temporal, their name comes from 
the Saxon word Bz/coep, a Super-Intendant or 
Overſeer : They are with us three ways Barons 
of the Realm, by Wrir, by Patent, and by Con- 
ſecration. They precede all under the degree of 
Viſcount in the Parliament. houſe, alway placed 
on the Kings right hand; They have the Title 
of Lords, and Right Reverend Fathers in God; 
s Their priviledges with us are many, Some of 
the principal whereof it will not be imperti- 
nent to ſet down. 

In their own Court to judge and paſs Sen 
tence alone by themſelves, without any Col. 
league, which is not done in any other of the 
Kings Courts, and therefore the Biſhops ſend 
forth Writs in their own names and notin the 
Kings, as in other Courts. They may depute 
their Authority to another ( as the King doth)

that inſtiturion of Government in the Ayr, 
Stars, and Heaven, Neither do the antiente(: 
Gentilcs ſpeak of rhoſe elder times, than with 
clear ſuppoſition of Monarchy , even in the 
Infancy of the world. And though divers of the 
chicfelt States of the old Grecians were in their 
moſt flouriſhing times Democracies, or Opti- 
macies, yet the more antient States there, were 
in every place Monarchies, as is expreſly noted 
by Parſanizs. They are honored in all falu- 
rations, not orely with kiſling rhe hand, but 
bowing the Knee alſo, in acknowledgment of 
their ſuperiority to all, 

Some are of opinion, that this kind of Saſu- 
tation came firſt ro Kowe, from the old cuſtomes 
of the A/atickh Kingdoms, For when the Perſ-

word for vengeance, Purple Robes to attract 
reverence, and a Diadem triumphant to blazen 
lis glory. 

The Ceremony of Anointing, every one a

He is Crowned with an Imperial Crown , thi 
Crown ſet on his head by the Archbiſhop 
Canterbary , a Prerogative to that See, as it i 
in Spais to Toledo , in France OO Kheims , Ald 
in Swerhes to Vpſalia.

There is another Enſign of their Authority , 
whichis a Globe with a Croſs, in uſe amongſt 
us ever lince Edward the Conteſſor, which is 
placed in the lefr hand, as is ſeen in mo{t of 
ny their Coyns ; the Croſs denoting his Faich, and 

the Globe his Empire both by Sea and Land, as 75id- «ap 
tis ſaid of Puftinian, who was the firſt Emperor * 
| that ever had it. 
of Atthe Coronation of the Emperor it is carfy- 
x8 £d by the Count Palatine of the Rhine, where 
uf they call it Pour Imperiale. 

This power, dignity, and {tate, hath been 

nf} enjoyned by the Female ſex, as Heirs deſcending

?znople and Rome; and hen again, that Conſtan. 
tinople had: loſt itto the Turks, it was removed 
to ermany, and in the Reign of Orho the 1IT, 
the Ele&ion granted to ſeven Princes of Germa- 
_—_ '.4+ »y, the Archbiſhops of Mentz, Trevers, and 
Ahoy C#/len; the Count Palatine of Rhine, the Duke 
of Saxony, the Marqueſle of Byandenbargh, and 
the King of Bohemia, then called Duke ot Bohe- 

mia. 

He hath had alſo the Superiority allowed him 
by all Secular Princes, and whereas other 
Princes of Regal Authority are crowned with 
but one Crown, he is with three ; the firſt of 
Iron, which he receives of the Biſhop of Cllen 
at Aqmiſgrane; the ſecond of Silver, which he 
receives at Aodena from the Biſhop of X7ilan, 
the third is of Gold, wherewith he is Crowned 
at Rome by the Pope.

Therefore, every Parliament man , during 
the time of the Parliament, is privilecged from 
all diſturbance of arreſt for debt , or the like 
and the Servants of any Parliament man, as 
much 4s the Kings are. 

And to this Parliament, for the further ſecu- 
rity of the go01 of the Common-wealth, were 
ever admitted certain Judges of the Land, 
( though they had no Vote, which ſate on 
Woolfſacks ) thit as the Clergy in Spiritualities, 
ſo the Judges of the Law, in things of the 
Law, were to adviſe and determine, when any 
difficulty cid ariſe. That whac Laws ſhould be 
Enacted, might be anſwerable to the Will of 
God, and not repugnable to the Cuſtorns of the 
Land. 

And in our latter times, all Ads of Parlia- 
ment, though made by che King, have this ſtyle,

Arg. two barrs Azure, which are yet ſen upon 
the Gate of Hilton Caftle, in the Biſhoprick ot 
D ar. where they lived, with a Moſes Head for 
Creſt : the Gate and the Chappel, (which is ve- 
ry ſtately for its ſtructure and bignels ) are the 
only parts remaining of the antient building, 
He gave unto the {ame Monaſtery, a Cope and 
Veltment, with the Stole, and the like gift un- 
to the two Monaſteries , of hitby and Giſ- 
brouoh, with fifty ſeven ounces of Silver to make 
Cenlors. T ney were five deſcents before the 
Conquelt ; and hath now the nine and twentieth 
Deſcent ſurviving.

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but che beſt Record of Families and Inheritan- 
ces, (chough the Gentry of this Land are too 
dull ro know it) ſince Coat-Armor hath been 
Hereditary , as it hath ever {ince the time of 
Ltwrs le Groſſe ( according to the account of 
vir Johu Fern and Guillim: ) As by one inſtance 
[ ſhall declare; If a Man being an Orphan, 
and, by ſuch times as ours have been, the Re» 
cords of what Eſtate did rightly belong to him, 
and from his Anceſtors, may be burnt, plunder- 
ed, or otherwiſc embeſelled, and, by ſuch ſpi- 
rits, as ſuch rimes do plentifully afford, have 
been obtruded from his right, and hath no. 
thing to plead forir, this Office being the juſt 
Record of his Pedigree, would produce anevi- 
dence ſufficient, though from many Generati- 
ons 11s misfortunes have deſcended: more par- 
ticularly of the Office in another place. 

As for the progreſs of Armory, I have pitche 
upon the moſt methodical courſe I could, diſ- 
poling it into ſeveral diviſions, and to every divi- 
ſion adding its varieties, as in the ſucceeding 
Scutcheons will appear, that I have crowded 
many ſeverals into one Scutcheon, is to con- 
tr:& the general into lefler bulk. 

The form of placing the devices of Arms 
on Eſcutcheons, is from the antient Shields , 
and therefore called an Eſcutcheon from the 
word Scatum. 

They are alſo called Coats of Arms from the 
cuſtom ofthe Antients, embroidring their De- 
viſes on the Coats they wore over their Arms. 


For 
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For the form, or rules, for the ſhape 
Shields, chere can be none ; for, any form that 
a Shield may be deviſed into, may be taken 
for the ſhape of an Eſcutcheoa, 

And next, for the rules of Blazoning, there 
are not many, but every thing to be called ac. 
cording ro their denomination, excepting ſuch 
as by antiquity have continued other names 
then our vulgar Language doth now give. And 
again, obſerving a method from their ſeveral 
poſture and poſitions in the Shield , which 
Sives a ſeveral term, and muſt be very carefu]. 
ly regarded for the adding or diminiſhing the 
leaſt punRilio, makes the Coat ſo much ano- 
ther thing, that ſhould another man own it, 
he could not be queſtion'd for it. 

And although Sir 7b» Fern gives this defini- 
tion Of it : Blazema eſt recitatio, vel commems- 
ratio alicnm virtutis ;  quempiam, ſub quis 
buſdam fignts abunae, & vere laudare, ant dero- 
rium dicere : Yet our latter times have preſcri- 
bed a rule of avoiding, inany caſe of Blazoning, 
as much as may be, multiplicity of words, 
eſpecially ſuch as are impertinent : This is alſo 
called Martialling a Coat, though char is a word 
by ſome eſteemed onely to be uſed when many 
Coats are diſpoſed or quartered in one Shield. 

Iterations of words are alſo to be avoided, 
and in Blazoning a Coat, the Field muſt ever 
be firſt expreſt,and then the Charge, and in that 

what poſſeſſerh the greateſt parr, or neareſt the 
center of the Shield, firlt, 
As for the diverſity of Kinds of B{2zon, 
though by no greater authority than cuſtom 
ol 
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of ſome Men, there is three made , By Colours 
and Mecals, Precious Stones, and Planets ; the 
manner of Blazoning thereby, making a diſtin- 
don berwixt private Gentlemen, Perions En- 
noble4 with Dignity, and Royal Families.

But this is onely a fantaſtick humour of our 
Nation, and for my part 1 ſhall avoid it asr1- 
diculous, being no wh-re in the world uſed but 
here; and not here by any judiciou. Herald. 
That I inſerc i it, itisto leave it to thoſe humors 
that will make uſe of it. 

For the order, accordins to the antient rule 
I have firſt begun with Metals and Colours, 
to which 1 have adjoyned the Furrs the parts of 
the t:ſcutcheon; diſtintion of Families, Bor- 
dures, and crooked Lines , becauſe trom them 
the honourable Ordinaries receive a various 
torm and nomination, 

Then I have fer down in one Eſcutcheon 
all the Ordinaries, which are afterward in an 
order, {beginning with one particular) fol- 


lowed in their varieties: 
Then

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Colours, 
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Then all dead things 1n their order, living 
and verdent, according to their poſition ang 
oſture; alſo thoſe that are compoſed of ſome 
kind of Celeſtial things, as the Sun, Moon, and 
Stars; all kind of Martial things, or Mechanick, 
or the moſt part of what is oſually born in our 
Engliſh Armory. 

In the tinture of Arms, there is by all oh- 
ſerved a different value ; as firſt, That the Me 
tals are allowed a precedency to Colours, {5 
alſo is there by ſome underitood to be more of 
worth in one Co'!our then another : Yet, for 
my part, I amof opinion, that it is ſolittle, as 
not worth ths taking notice of , onely for other 
Mens opinion ſake, I will touch at it, 

Firſt, of the Metals; every judgement wil 
be ready without any argument to give Gold 
the preheminence, 
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As for the Colours; I think they are thus 
to be eſteemed in point of priority , Sables, 
Gules, Azure, Verd, Purpure ; and ſome do in- 
troduce Tenne, but it being a baſtard Colour, 
is exempted , eſpecially amongſt Engliſh Ar- 
mory, onely reſeryed for abatement of Honor, 
except in one Or two examples of things, 

Thus I have placed the Colours, though con- 
trary to the rules of ſome, as Guillim placeth 
Yellow in the third place, and Green in the 
fourth. 

Sir John Fern allows Gules the third Honor, 
and placeth Sable in the fifth, _ 

r. 
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Mr. Gnillim bringeth ; in alſo another c0:0ur, 
called Murrey or Sanpuio, bur I never ſaw it 
uſed in an Engliſh Coat, onely this and 
Ten are appropriated to the abatements of 
honor, therefore to be ſet apart from there}, 

Ithink, properly. 

The next in order is Furrs, which may be 
of one colour alone, or more than one, which 
Furrs are ſuppoſed © have been the doubling; 
of Mantles. 
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The firſt of theſe may ſeem to £o all under 
the name of Ermins, but they are diſtinguiſhed 


by various names, according to their C0» 
fours; 
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ours; as if as the firſt ic be whice, powdered with 
Mack, it is Ermin ; if black, with whice Ermins; 
fyellow, with black, as the Erminoys: if as 
the fourth black with yellow Pear : if white, 
with black, and one red hair, Erminites, By 
which it is underſtood, how preciſe a man oughe 
to be inthe Blazon, or tricking a Coat, when 
{© ſmall a difference, as the colour of one hair, 
ſhall make a Coar another thing. 

The next is called Vayre or Verrey, this be- 
ins of Argent and Azure, is termed Vaire 
onely ; but if any other Colours, then muſt ir 
he blazoned Verry of ſuch Colours; ag for ex- 
imple, Ermin and Gules by the name of Gref- 
{y of D arbyſhire. 

The next is potent Counter-potent , by ſome 
Varry-Copy.

And in the ſame manner are thoſe other ſtains 
of abatement ſo rivetted to their Shield; when 
once by the Soveraign authority placed there , 
that neither the immediate poſſeſlors , nor ſuc- 
ceeding owners , with their greateſt force , or 
the all-corrodins teeth of time are able to tear it 
way ; but by vertuous demeanor to 1ngrattat 
the ſame hand, thar put it on, to wipe it off, 

Pitty it is thoſe Rules have not been exactly 
obſerved in our latter Ages; ſucha ſeverity would 
Goubtleſſe be a means ro affrighten many . char 
are enclined to theſe abominable enormiries , to 
apply themſelves ingenuouſly to a gentle 0- 
bedience, and plauſible demeanor: For, 
if not for Loyalry, Honor, or the Puniſh- 
ment of other Laws; yet, rather then leave 
:9 creat a proclamation of their ignominy , bo 
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be both a plague upon their fames, and a le- 
profie on their poſterity, they would cavriouſly 
fly from ſuch ſenſeleſs careleſneſs. 

Now having thus laid down the abatement 
as well as the additions of Honor, I am brought 
by my method to the main body of this gene. 
ral work of Armory, which is the yariety of bear. 
ing the Ordinaries, and after the accidents more 
common ; as of Birds, Beaſts , Fiſhes, Plants, 
Mechanical things, &c. 

And for the firſt (as in my eſtimation very 
reaſonably) the moſt honourable, 1 begin with 
the Croſſe, and its various Kinds of bearings, 
being more numerous by much chan any of the 
other Ordinaries. This hath its poſition in the 
oreateſt and moſt eminent parts of the Shield, 
and therefore it is much to me, that Mr. Gml. 
lim, and others, ſhould place it lait of all the 
Ordinaries. 

The Croſſe, if uncharged, poſleſſerh the fifth 
part of the Field; but, if charged , the third,

Ext of Beaſts, as, in my opinion, the moſt 
proper to order, as the more noble crea. 
tures ; though I confeſle, it 1s contrary to Mr. 

And of thoſe in the firſt 
place Lions, as the principal of them which are 
diverſly born, and from their ſeveral poſtures 
receive a ſeveral charaRer of blazoning, which 
5 cautiouſly to be obſerved, as well as in other 
things; and it is not difficult for any indifferent 
Genius, without much diſcourſe ; which would 
but make up a tedious prolixity to little or no 
purpoſe ; when wverbum ſapients [at eff, is a Pro- 
rerh in every Man's Mouth. 
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The firſt example is of Aznre, a Lion Ram: 
pant, Argent between the Coat-Armor of Roger 
de 7ontealto, who was a Benefaftor to preſt- 
miniſter Abby.

Ns, which being the Coat- Armor of the Dukes 
of Aquitane, was joyned with the Coat of the

$ to Knighchood 1n general, e- 
J— nough hath been already dil- 
courſed in the firlt part of this 
Treatiſe, I come now to ſpeak 
of the ſeveral Orders, and eſpe- 
cially thoſe that are called $0- 
veraign: amongſt which I muſt needs eſteem 
that of the Garter, or Fe. George in Enolandto 
be as Noble as any in the World; not from 
that epidemick humor of molt Writers, becauſe 
itis of my own Nation, but for the excellen- 
cy of it ſelf: eſpecially | in that according to the 
Articles of its foundation, none are to be ad- 
mitted to the Honor, but ſuch as are Peers of 
the Realm. 

For the firſt occaſion of the erecting thele S0- 
veraign Orders of Knighthood, above the more 
common, was, that as all Honors were inſtitu- 
ted for the reward and encouragement of de- 
ſerving perſons , ſo theſe for perſons of more 
eminence 
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eminence, or more excellent merit, to receiye 
acharacer that might ina higher nature than or- 
dinary blazon their merit to the World. 

And that Order or fraternity mult needs be 
efeemed of greateſt honor , where the King 
ſhall ſubmit bitmfelf to the b badge of it. 

This Order of the Garter we find to be in- 
ſtituted by Edward the I. after a return from 
the Wars :gainit the French and Scots, with 
eminent yictories, The occalion Sir milan 
Segar ſays was but t flight; alluding as I con- 
ceive 10 the ſtory of the King's taking up the 
Counteſs of Sa/zsbarics Garter ; which he wear- 
ins on ns own Leg, cauicd : ;caloulie In the 
Queen, And from thence received the Motto 
life, Hony ſoit qui mal y pens, Evil to him that 
evil imagines, 

But 1am of opinion that this humour aroſe 
from the French ſtories only, who would be apt 
enough to endeavor an abatement of the Ho- 
nor of it, leſt its glory ſhould appear too illuſtri- 
ous in the Eye of the World, and out-ſhine or 
eclipſe their then blazing Star. 

And chat we may a litcle examine the truih, 
fet us obſerve the ridiculouſneſs of the cohe- 
rence of theſe merry ſcandalizers, Fir':, they 
differ in their time as ſhall appear anon, then 
concerning the Lady, they take notice of to 
make up tne pretty Romance, the miſtake is 
very great and plain, for in fome places they 
fay it was the Queen's Garter, and if fo, what 
needed then the Motto 2 But moil commen* 
ly they fay, it was the ous of Salisburies, 
whom they name ſometimes 4/;ce, and fome- 
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times 7oan ; when her name was K atherine, and Heylyn. 
| Miſtriſs, and after Wife to the Black Prince, Son f 325- & 
of the ſaid King, as 1s well obſerved in Heylin's o_ 
Hiſtory of St. George. 

By which, Fre/art's error mult appear very 
perſpicuous , who was the firſt and mioſt emi- 
nent Author of this mighty Fable, 

Monlieur Faviz in his Theater of Honor , 
quotes Frop/art, and Polydore Virgil, for the 
like account. ButI am apt to colle& another 
reaſon from Mr. Seldez's ditcourſe ( an authos» 
rity that I think needs no Apology) and co 
think Edward the II, being to engage a field, 
gave St. George for the word, long time be- 
fore, the Patron-Saint of England) in which $274. c. 5. 
battail he gained a great victory, which was {: 79* 
about the year 1349. and at his return in the 
ear one thouſand three hundred and fifty, e- 
ſtabliſhed this Order to the honor of Ft George, 
which agrees with the black Book of windſor 
that Chronologizes it on the three and twentieth 
day of April in the year one thouſard three hun- 
dred and fifty, being the three and twentieth 
of that King's Reign. 

And I underſtand not, but that the addition 
of the Garter might be after added to the |-n- 
ligns of the Order ; for the firit Enſign together 
with the Robes was the Croſſe of St, George, 
yet in uſe amonglt them. 

And ſome do add chat the Garter was from a 
Martial riſe alſo,as that a Leather Garter upon the 
Leg wasa mark given to ſome of the eminent 
Commanders with promiſe of enriching ir on 
thoſe that performed honorably in the charge. 
For 
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For the account of thetime according to 0- 
ther Authors, it 1s left diſputable, Mr. Selder 
takes notice of ſome of the French Authors, 
that affirm it to be erected in Anno 1344. yet 
after his victories, as in the relations of the 
ſame Froyſart, and Thomas of Walſingham: And 
Polydore Virgil , (to whom Favin ſubſcribes) 
will have it in Az. 1347. Yet in another place 
he ſetsit down intheyear 1 344 Oportet menda- 
cem memoren eſſe. 

And one other obſervation I colle& from 
ſome of theſe Authors, char the Order was 
eſtabliſhed betore either of theſe paſſages; on- 
ly as a Seminary to draw other Knights of the 
world into theſe parts; which cauſed the 
French King todo the like the ſame year of an- 
other Order by way of prevention ; this is a- 
verred by ſome. Which is, Iconceive by other 
circumſtances, a miſtake upon a Juſt or Turn- 
ment proclaimed by the ſaid King Edward 
( about the year one thouſand three hundred 
forty and four) in all places beyond the Seas, 
to be held at zpindſer, about which time he 
cauſed to be built a very large round Table tor 
the entertaining of ſuch Princes and Perſons 
of great quality, as ſhould repair thither ; 
when the Earl of Sa/isbxry was fo bruiſed at 
the Juſting, that he dyed. Ar the news of which 
mceting; the French King ſudainly after did 
thelike, to obſtrut the concourſe of great Sol- 
diers and Honorable Perſonages that this would 
have produced. 

The Patron of this Order is St George ; who 


ſuffered Martyrdom at Nicomeaia, and was 
buried 
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buried at Lydda in Cappaavcia according to Heylin. 
Dr. Heylin : but Mr. Selden ſays, he ſuffered at >= em of.

Lyadda, under Dzoclefian , about the year of fol. 142. 
Chriſt one hundred and ninety. Whoſe Fame * © 
was ſo great in the World, that many Tem- 
ples were built to his name, as that of 7»ſiniars 
in Armenia ; andin Venice the chief Church for 
the Grecians; 7o. Excaitenſis built a Monaſtery Cedron. 
to the honor of 37. George in the time of Con- f4g- 650: 
fantine. Into which the Emperors after were 
wont to make a ſolemn proceſiion every Saint 
Georges day. In Carinthia , there is an Order 
of Knighthood of Sr. George, in very much 
elteem. And Exſebizs ſpeaks alſo of another pe ye. 
Order of Sr. George among the Greeks whoſe Conf.. 4.z. 
Enſign is a Red Croſſe with this Motto, S»b hoe & 3*- 
{gno vinces, begun by Conſtantine the Great. 
When firſt it came into this Nation, is by 
the beſt Antiquaries left diſputed ; but that he 
hath been long honored as Patron-ProteRor of 
Enoland, is proved by all, and by Mr, Seldey, 
before the Conqueſt ; The three and twentieth 
day of Apri/, being contantly celebrated to his 
memory. 
And it is no marvel (ſaith the ſame Author ) 
that ſo warlike a Nation ſhould chuſe to them- 
ſelves the name of ſuch a Soldier Saint, known by 
the particular name of T ropheophorus,and of great- 
er eminence in both the Eaftern and zyefters 
Churches then any other Soldier-Sainr. 
The Sovyeraign of this Order is the King of 
Enoland, the number of the fellowſhip is 
twenty {ix , befides the Soveraign; of which 
when any of them dye, the place is to be ſup- 
plied 
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plied by another cleted by the Soverign, 
with the content of the Fraternity, as ic was 
antiently , choſen and enſtalled at Win 4/7 : but 
fince it is referred to the entire Ciſpoling of 
the King. 

They have many Articles confirmed, to which 
all that are enſtalled ſubſcribe ; and have an 
oath to which chey ſwear, Thar, to their power, 
during the time they ſhall be fellows of the 
Order, they will defend the Honor, Quarrels, 
Rights and Lordſhips of the Soveraign, and that 
they will endeavor to preſerve the Honor of 
the ſaid Order, and all the Starutes of 1t with. 
out Fraud or Covin, Yninam perjurati ? 

The Officers of the Order area Prelice, wh 
is always the Biſhop of pyincheter ; a Chancel: 
lor Regiſter , a King of Arms called Garter; 
and an Uſher called the Black Rod, added by 
Henry the VIIT. 

Their Habit is a Caſſock of Crimſon Ve!:ver, 
and a Mantle of Purple Velyer lined wich white 
Sarcenet, on the left Shou!der whereof 1s an E- 
ſcutcheon of F, George embroidered within 4 
Garter with the Motto : the Eſcutcheon is -7- 
gent, 4 plain Crofle Gales. 

Above all, about the neck they wear a Collar 
of the Order weighing thirty ounces of Gold 
Troy weight, compoſed of Garters and Knots 
enamel'd, and with Roſes red and white, and 
fince the coming in of Kins 7Zames, there hath 
been an intermixture of Thililes, Art this Col- 
lar hangeth the Image of FS. George on Horlſe- 
back, enriched with precious itones, 
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And about the lefe Leg they wear a Gart-r 
-nzmelled and enriched with Gold. Pearl, and 
tones of great value with the ſame Motto of 
Hony ſoit qui mal y pens. 

For their ordinary Enſign they wear a blew 
Ribbon over their left Sholder , and another 
on their lefc Leg, and a Star of Silver embroy- 
(red on the ſame fide of their Cloak with the 
Fcutcheon of Fr- George in the Center of it. 
and ſometimes at their Ribbon a George allo, 
ind then they wear ir about rheir necks, 

Their Feaſt is yearly at Windſor Caſtle on 
St, Georges day. In which place upon the foun- 
lition of it was a Church erected with Dean 
and Prebends ; as alſo thirteen poor aged Gen- 
lemen, eſtabliſhed ro be maintained with ſti- 
pends by the name of Knights of Windſor : who 
lad appointed to them Robes of Cloth accor- 
ling ro them the manner of the Order, which 
were to pray for the Order.

Tis ſaid by many writers, that the Order of 
I the Garter was inſtituced in imitation of 
the Round Table : but I can give no great aſ- 
ſurance of ir, only I believe it probable e 
nough, the beginning of rhem both agreeing 
alſo in !ome kind of Analogy. This of the 
Round Table, (tor fo much as 15 remaining 
in Hittory ) a PEAIs to me to have been the 
moſt noble inthe world, either before or lince, 
for ought yer 1 can unverftand. And pity it 
were the memory of 1t ſhould perifh, as it 1s 
almoſt , being buried 1n the Meramorpbiol of 
ridicilous Fables ; and by that means only cha- 
rac2rized with the ſhadowy reputation of 1 
[!0:7,2nce, in the minds of many, and indeed 
1:0ſt Men. 
it was erected by Kings Arthur, who Reign- 
<a in the yer of our | edemption 490. and con- 
gquered Normy, Scot/aud, and fo much of Fraxce, 
that he was crowned King of Paris: as both 
ours and the French-Annals teſtify, Of this King 
many fabulous things have been writ; but we 
may colle&t fo much from the more ferious, 
as may aflure us that withour doubt many noble 
and (bevond ordinary) Heroick A&ts were 
performed by this generous Prince, which 
cauſed the ſociety of this Order to ſhine with 
{Oo much the more ſplendor than the ordinary 
Stars 0f the ſublunary World : infomuch chat! 
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there reſorted ro him ten Kinps, thirteen Earls, 
and many Barons, and other perſons of grexr 
uality chat were of the Fraternity, 

This I have alfo in Sir 7/:/i292 Sear :and in 
1 very ancient Chronicle which 1 have ſeen my 
ſelf in Mnuſcripe in that Countrey. which 
was much the ſame with the relations I have 
ince met with of this Order, 

And char theſe Kings were not petty Kings 
mult be a-deritood, fince there was at that time 
10 Heprtarchy, or Provincial Kings, but all mo- 
narchic's, much in che ſame nature as they have 
been in our ages. 

[his Kins is Senerally reported by Clirono- 
logers { and ſome of them ſolid roo) to be ta- 
ken alive from the earth, or at leaſt miracu- 
Luſly diſpoſed of, inviſtbly : but this !3 2 Riddle 
too great for me to unfold.

The Order or Fraternity however, was cer- 
ainly in very great repute inthe world, and 
being only a Banquet of Honor could nor but 
wher the emulations of all generous ſpirits ; for 
none were admitted to it, but ſuch as had ſhew- 
© their merit by ſome eminenj exploit, 
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it 1» recorded in ſome Chronolovies , that ar 
one time ſummoning them to a meeting at 
place in Wales, c:iled Carlion , Or Cariinnion, 
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Their place of Convention was 1Vincheſtes, 
where they had their Round Table, and atthe 
Feaſt of Pentecoſt they always met and feaſted, 
So fauth Sir william Segar, (in whoſe Orders 
of Knighthood the Articles of this Order are 
ſer down : ) butothers are of another opinion 
and tell us that windſor Caſtle was the moſt pe. 
culizr place, where a Round Table was erected 
for their n:eeting, being a Caſtle built by the 
ſame King; and the Records of the place ſhew 
us as inuch, though princhiſter may ſometi;;e 
have beenthe place, according as the time of 
tae Kings being in progreſs, or keeping hig 
Court accidentally there , as ſomerimes it waz 
at Car/eon ; and ſometimes in the Voyrth, 
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Knights of St Andrew it 
Scotland. 


TFT Scots ever ſince the Reign of Hung 
the Pi have received St. Andrew for their 
Tutelar Saint, Who, as it is reported in their 
Hittories making War on the Engliſh, ſaw in 
the Skie a bright Croſſe of Sr. Andrew ; which 
151n the ſhape of the Salti:e, and in that battel 
after pained a very great victory.

1469. upon the 9c- 
calion of a viſion (as their Hiſtorians relate) 
of the Archangels appearing on 9r/ears Bridge 
as taeir Tutelar again{t the Engliſh. Ac which 
time the famous Aman, Fran of France lived, 
who did many Heroick exploits, leading 2n Ar- 
my her ſelf in the Field againſt the Enghfh. For 
which the Engliſh after having vanquiſhe her 
(much ro her diſparagement 1 think) in revenge 
cauſed her to be burnt for a Witch in the Mar- 
ket place of Orleazsr: 1n which place is ſince a 
Conduit erected to her memory. 

This Order of Monſieur $. Michael Arche 
angel, is of thirty {ix Knights, and a Sover2ign, 
which is the King. The Cognifance of the 
Order, is a Collar of Gold made of Cockle. 
els and Knots, with the Image of S, 21ichae!

Crowns in Gold, and not above nor under. 

For the wearing of this Collar there was a 
very {tri& Article ; as that every man that did 
not wear it every day was to cauſe a Maſſe tg 
be (aid, and to pay ſeven ſhillings ſix pence 
Turnoys of forfeiture: except in Arms, and 
then they were permitted to wear only the 
Image of the Angel on a Chain or Ribbon : 
the Motto of the Order is, /mmen/s tremuy 
Oceans. 

To this Order is eſtabliſhed a Herald called 
Aogſienr St. Michael, a Treaſurer, a Chancel 
for, and a Repiſter. Their habir according to the 
conſtitution of Henery the IT. of France was, 
his Doublet, Hoſe, Shooes, Scabbard, Har-bind, 
and Feather, all whice; a Surcoar with Sleeves, 
of Cloth of Silver ; over it a Mantle of the ſame 
turned up over the left Shoulder, and tyed over 
the right, embroidered with a bordure like the 
Collar. Over his Shoulder lay a Hood of C loth 
of Silver ſpreading over his back, the tippet 
hanging down before, and over all the Col- 
lax, 
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Knights of the Holy Ghoſt, 
or St. Elperit. 


*TT"O this Order of Sr. Iichael did FHevwry the

His by the Annals of. France is reckoned 

. the firſt Order that ever was inſtituted in 
that Countrey. But I have not given it the firlt 
place, becauſe it is now extinguiſhed, and its 
eſſence 
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Fav.lib.3. Eſſence only remaining in the Chronolog 
f. 312. @ 
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of Fame. It was ordained by Charles called the 
Tyrant, before his uſurpatian called Charts 
Martel Seneſchal, or High Steward of Franc, 
Who ina batcel againſt the Moors, gaining a 
vitory,had amonglt many other ſpoyls, a great 
number of Genets Skins, and ſome of the Beiſks, 
in memory of which victory he inſtituted this 
Order, about the year of our Lord 726. The 
number was 16, to whom he g1ve Collars of 
Gold made of a Tripple Chain enterwoven wich 
enamelled red.Roſes, at the end whcreof hung 
a Gennet of Gold enamelled black and red, up. 
on a Teraſſe or bank of Flowers fairly enamel. 
ſed : T his continued till King Robert, and then 
the Star of the Sea eclipſed it. 

Theſe Knights, ſaith Aubertns Merers, had 
other Enfignes appropriated alſo, as a Ring at- 
ter che manner of the Romans ; and certain ha- 
birs for..the body. 

About which time, or not long after, Char- 
lemain created another Order called of the 
Crown Royal : but that was not ſo much in e- 
ſteem, being only for a reward ot ſervice in 
Friezland, the Governor of the Countrey ha- 
ving the power of creating the Knights. 
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Knights of ihe Bromeflower ; 
As alſo of the Ship. 


Ewis the IX. in his time inſtituted two Or- 
ders of Knighthood ; one called of the 
Bromeflower in the Cod, and the other of the 
Ship, called alſo of the Creſcenr or Half 2Aoon. 

The firlt he inſticuted at his Coronation, and 
it continued till the end of the Reign of C harles 
the V. and extinguiſhed with his life. The Col- 
lar of the Order was compoſed of Cods of 
Broomflowers intermixed with Lozanges ena- 
melled with Flowers de-lyſſe ; and ar it, bung a 
Crofſe formy flory, with this Motto ; Exaltat 
bnmiles- 

The other of the $h;p he erected upon the 

occalion of the ſecond voyage into Egypr, to 
encourage the Nob1lity that went with him. 
The collar of the Order was enterlaced with 
Couble Scallops and double Creſcents interwoven 
with a Meddal hanging at it, with a Ship ena- 
melled vnder fail. 

This King Lew returning from his voyage xnighes of 
20anſt the Turks, An 1554. brought home $s:. Laza- 
with him a Troop of Knights, called of St. Zz- 7: 
W411, to whom he gave larpe poſletiions : Bur 
atcerwards, this Order fell again, and their re- 
venues were given to the Knights of Malra: 
until the time of Henry the IV. who infticured Knights of 
that of Zone Carmel, and revived thar of St. _— 
Lacarns. 
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There are many other antient Knighthood; 
recorded in France, but as they were of leſſe 


elteem, fo are they alſo ourof date , and I ſhall 


only name them, moit of which were more pri- 
vate Orders, and had ſubjeRs for their Soye. 
raipns: There was of the Porcupine : of the 
Thiſtle of bourbon : of the Croiſſaxt of Anjeq: 
of the Ermin of Britagne. Of which eximin 
Monſieur Favin his Theater of Howor. 

There was alſo an Order of the Dog and 
Cock appropriated to the Family of Money 
rency, and another of De 1a dame blark al eſe 
verd ; or the Order of the Fair Laay of the 
green Field , inſtituted by Fean de Boncicant Mi- 
rſhal of F-axce under Charles the V1, who were 
ſworn unto divers Articles, as that they ſhoul 
aſliſt all Ladies, and Gentlewomen wronged 
in their Honors or Fortunes, anſwer challenges 
of Arms, ſupply one anothers neceſſary abſence, 
that ifany Lady or Gentlewoman, required aid 
of any of them , and after any Knight or E- 
ſquire ſhould challenge him, he ſhould firſtright

He compoſed it to conlilt of fifteen Knights,

The place of their celebration is the Church 
of Pietra, inthe Caltle of Bellzes; unto which. 
at the inſtitution of this Order was plven cer: 
tain Lands for the maintainance of 15 Chap- 
fains : and continually every Knight at his death 
gives tothe Church an tundred Florins, 

Ard one other Article was , that at the fu- 
neral of every Is night ceremoniouſly perforn- 
ed at the Caſtle of Pzerra, every Knight of the 
Order ſhouid wear black , (whereas their mourn; 
ing was a white Gown) and leave off the Col- 
lar for certain days: and that art the enter: 
ment of the Soveraign, every Knight accord- 
ing to their ſeniority in order ſhould offer u} 
his Collar.

Garter in Enol2nd ; the Toyzon in Burguna): 
St. Michael, and of St, Eſprit in France, ali 
this of the Annauntiation 1n Savey, are the mo! 
honorable, and yet in being. 
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Of the Knights Templars. 


His Order as it hath been moſt famous in 
the world (though now extin&) 1 think 
ought to be preſerved with an honorable me- 
mory. It was erected in a pious delign, perpe- 
trated with a gloriovs fame ; though extiuguiſh- 
ed in an ignoble and injult {iratagem, of che 
Devil, the Pope, and the King of Fraxce. 
lts firſt riſe was from an accident of certain 
Gentlemen meeting in the Holy Land, (ſome 
ſay nine) Az. 1117, Who hearing of the great 
diſturbance of the Countrey by the incurſion 
of Turks and ſwarmings of Pickaroons, enga- 
pzped a confederacy, with the hazard of their 
lives to ſuppreſſce chem, Which reſolution be- 
Ing known, was ſo approved of by the Patri- 
arch, that he commanded accommodation for 
them in the Temple near the Sepulchre. And 
the King of ernſalem appointed them all ap- 
pertinencies for ſo religious an enterprize. 
From whence they received the name of K»;ghts« 
Templars, And thus going on wich much reſo- 
lution and courage; many Chriſtians came 1n 
to their aſſiſtince, and many brave exploits 
were performed by them : Inſomuch, that 1n 
nine years time, they had ere&ed ſuch a (tru- 
Qure of Honor, as ſet all the world at gaze, 
and eſtabliſht their Countrey in a happy peace. 
For a reward whereof, Pope Honorizes , at the 
ſuit of the Patriarch of 7ers/alem, preſcribed 
V 4 unto

Yet not long after this, Zernſalem and 7 
great part of the Countrey was lolt for want of 
ſupply from other parts of Chriſtendom. How.

of Fame, purchaling large Revenues to the Or- 
der in moſt Kingdoms of Exrope, being theex. 
erciſe of Love 1n all Chriſtian Princes, and of 
emulation in every Heroick Spirit : Inſomuch, 
that Vitriaczs, gives this char2Rer of then, 
They were, faith he, Leones in bello, agni man- 
ſaeti in doms, in expeaitione milites aſperi, in Ec- 
clefia vel ut Eremite © Monachi, inimicss Chri- 
ſti dari > feroces, Chriſtiants autem beniont (> 
mites, XC. 

But this great Glory could not ſhine for ever, 
without an Eclipſe; nor ſuch Favorites of for- 
tune live without envy, as well as emulation; 
and their fall was ſo much the more ſodair and 
violent, by how much their Fame was higher. 
For in England, France, and almoſt all parts of 
Chriſtendom, was it at an inſtant (as it were) 
and inone very day, by ſentence of Pope Cle- 
»ent the I, ( to ſatisfy the baſe avarice of P11 
lip d: Beau the Rey of France) totally diſſolved 
and ſoppreſt; 

The pretence was upon certain Articles ex 
hibited againſt them ; which have been by all the 


world, almoſt not only adjudged falſe, bur ri- 
diculous. 
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diculous. As that they uſed Pagan Ceremonies 
inthe election of their great Maiter : that they 
loſt the Holy Land, (when they alone endea- 
youred to preſerve it : ) that they held ſome 
Heretical opinions : that they worſhipped an 
Image apparelled in a Mans Skin : and chat they 
drunk Mans Blood to confirm their oath of 
confederacy. 

When indeed it was moſt certain, that the 
crime for which they ſuffered was their vaſt 
wealth ; and their fidelity to the Patriach, whom 
they owned before the Pope : cauſe ſufficient 
to ſet the one to ſollicite, and the other to 
grant a monſtrous doom, which they ſuffered 
under ; for what will not Pride and Ayarice 
do? 

The Great Maſter himſelf, and ſixty others 
of the Order were committed to the mercy of 
fire in Parzs at one time, and the relt perſecu- 
ted, if not executed, in moſt places; all of 
them dying without any acknowledgment of 
any one allegation, and with the ſame Chri- 
ſtan and heroick ſpirits they had lived in, and 
by the account of Favin ( a French writer, 
and one 1T think in this not too imparttal) there 
was, at twice after, one hundred or above burn- 
ed to death in Parzs, all dying with innocence 
" their mouths, and in the ſame place many 
after, 

But as ſuch notorious evils are ever the Uſh- 
ers of God's infinite judgements, it was not far 
off here: for the two Knights imployed in the 
accuſation, were one hanged, and the other ſlain, 
ina ſhort time after. 

How 
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How the Revenues proſpered in the hands 
of the new poſſeſſors, I know not; or the 
poſſeſſors inthe enjoyment of them, but I be- 
lieve like thoſe of Church-Lands in this Nation; 
And the account of ſtories and traditions I haye 
ſeen and heard in particular of ir, makes me 
with confidence ſay, Very unfortunately, 

Many of their Territories and Caſtles i; 
ſome places were given to an Order of Knight- 
hood, called the Foarnites, Knights of St Joby 
of 7ern:ſalem, and particularly in England, who

was ofipinally from the time of the 
Holy War , An. 1099. When, by the condu& 
of one called Petey the Hermit, Robert Duke of 
Normanay, Son to William the Conqueror, God- 
frey Duke of Loxrian, and ſome other Noble 
Perſons, Zerufalem was regained from the $a 
racens , being called Knights of St. John Baptiſt 
and of 7ernſalem, But it 1s more certainly rela- 
ted, that certain peregrine Chriſtians going to 
viſic the Holy Sepulchre, obtained leave of the 
Caliph of Egypt, to build a little Cortage to live 
in by it : paying a due tribute for their liberty 


as for their own reſidence, and for the enter- 
ONE taining 
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taining ſuch as ſhould adventure ro joyn with 
them intheir devout life; which, Monſieur Fa. 
vin relates to be Neopolitans. After this, their 
number fo encreaſed that they built another 
to entertain Women, more large and ſtately, 
and enlarged their Oratory , and another for 
Men inthe nature ot a Colledge or Hoſpital, 
where they eſtabliſhed a Rector or Maſter, 
and from the great charity among them, their 
Religious life, and good deeds to Pilgrims, 
they were called brethren Hoſpitallers of Fr. 
John Baptiſt of Jeruſalem. | 

And upon the Conqueſt of the City, they 
had great Franchiſes granted them, and large 
Revenues, with liberty to manage Arms, and Fvn 7.9. 
were inſtituted to be Knights of Ft. Fohn, An. fot. 388. 
1164. And for their diſtintion they wore a 
black Garment, witha white anchored Croſle, 
with eight points; butin War they wore a red 
Coat of Arms with the ſame white Croſſe. See 
the exeample of the Croſſes at the end of this 
diſcourſe, 

Afﬀer their ſucceſs in the Holy par grew ve- 
ry famous, and that they had done very great 
exploits, almoſt over all Paleſtine, 1n the year 
13c8, they won the City of Rhodes from the 
Turks,and as valiantly maintained it againſt them 
afterwards, who four times aſlailed it in vain, 
and the fifth time alſo was Ottoman himfelt re- 
pulſed, with the loſs of 40000 AMahometans. 
But being conſtantly oppreſſed, and not encou- 
raged with any relief from the Chriſtians of 0- 
ther parts, after three months Siege they lolt it, 


and ever (ince have remained in Mattha. 
Into 
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Into this Order no Man was admitted, but he 
was-firſt to approve himſelf a Gentleman before 
the Reftor. The Son of a oor was not to be 
admitted, nor of a Few, or 17ahometan, though 
the Son of a Prince, and a Chriſtian himſelf ; 
and they were ſworn to fight for the Chriſtian 
Faith, to do Juſtice, defend the Opprelſled, re. 
lieve the Poor, perſecute the 24 ahometans, live 
Virtuouſly, and prozet Widows and Or. 


phans. 


Of Knights Teutonicks. 


T7 Order of the Teatonici was founded by 
an Almain, who remaining in 7er«ſalem, 
afrer the taking of it, gave great and liberal en- 
tertainment to all Chriſtians that came to him, 
and in a ſhort time had drawn ſuch a reſort, 
that from thence aroſe a Fraternity that bound 
themſelves under certain Articles, and eleRed 
a Great Maſter or Governor, every Man of 
that aſſociation , apparelling himſelf in white 
with a black Croſle pattee voided with a Crofle 
patonce, Which Fraternity afterwards grew 
a very great Order; and purchaſed a noble 
Fame : Burt 7er»ſalew being raken by the Turks 
again, they removed, and pitcht their ſettle: 
ment 1n Ptolemaida ; and that being alſo taken 
by the Saracens, they retired to Germany ; and 
engaging a War againſt the Pruſians, they got 
great victories, and having the Emperors Grant 
tor enjoying what by the Sword they won, with 
exPence 
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expence of ſome Blood, they purchaſed greac 
Revenues in Pra, and built many illuſtrious 
Edifices, with Churches, and ſome Cathedrals, 
eſtabliſhing Biſhops to them, whom they enjoyn- 
ed to wear the Habit of the Order ; this was 
about the year 1220. Frederick the 11. being 
then Emperor. 

The chief Church appropriate to this Order 
is 2arienburg, The Knights beſides their large 
poſſeflions are Lords of Livonia, and they have

ment, I think to proceed with the ſame Office 
in our own Nation, where they are now 1n 
Jeſſe elteem, I conteſle then they have been in 
former ages; yet have ever been honoured 
with meſſages berween P-tentates for matter 
of Honor and Arms. Ceremoniarum miniſtri, as 
in the Coronation of þ ings and Queens, en. 
ſtalment of Princes, and creation of Noble 
Dignities of Honor, in Triumphs, Juſts. Com- 
bars, Marriages , Chriſtenings, Interments , 
and to attend all ſolemn Aſſemblies ot State 
and Honor, and by ſome of them ought the 
Proclamations of all great macters of State to 
be promulged , cauſes of Chivalry , and Ger- 
tility are referred to their care. as in the right 
of bearing of Arms, in Shields, Scutcheons, Tar. 
gets, Banners, Penons, Coats, and ſuch like, 
correting of Arms in Viſitations ; and obſer- 
vying Deſcents, and Pedigrees of Noblemen and 
Gentlemen, 

They are the Protonotaries , Griffiers, and 
Regiſters of all a&s and proceedings in the 
Court of the High Conſtable and Lord Marſhal 
of Eroland, or of ſuch as have their authority; 


and in their Books and Records they are to . 


preſerve to perpetual memory all Fats and 
memorable deſignments of Honor and Arms. 
They have been long eſtabliſhe in Englana, 
but 1 find not that they were incorp' rated 
into a Collegiate Society, till Richard the 
third's time; when they were incorporated 
by Charter,and placed at Coleharbor from whence 


they often removed, until they became fetled, 
where 
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where now at this time they are placed, by the 
honorable endeavor of that Illuſtrious Family 
of the Howards, formerly Dukes of Norfolk, 
and Earls Marſhals of Ezglavd the Houle be- 
ing before called Darby-houſe, Which was 
eſtabliſhed to chem in the time of King Philip 
and Queen May), and intheſe rerms incorpo- 
rated ; by the names of Garter King of Arms of 
England, Clarenceax King of Arms of the South 
piris, and the Heralds and Purlevants for ever ; 
and to have and uſe a common Seal to purchaſe 
Lands co ſue and be ſued by. 

Edward the ſixth in his third year granted 
them many priviledges, viz. In theſe words: 
Foraſmuch as ſundry Records and Teſtimonies 
of great antiquity, and of noleſſe credit, have 
now lately reduced to our perfe&t knowledge 
the Kings of Arms, Heralds, and Purſevants of 
Arms eleRed as Perſons vertuous, and for their 
good Qualities, Knowledge , and Experience 
to ſerve 1n the affairs of the Common: wealth, 
have been always heretofore by Emperors, 
Kings, and Princes of Chriſtian Realms upon 
moſt worthy and juſt conſiderations, not only 
maintained and fupported, as well with yearly 
Stipends and Penſions, as daily Profits, advanta- 
gs, and Commodities, ſufficient to che neceſlicy 
of the decent and convenient living of them 
and theirs in honeſt ſtate, (Which daily Profits, 
Advantages, and Commodities are now lately 
much decayed, to their hindrance, eſpecially 
in this our Realm) but alſo have been by the 
ſaid Emperors, Kings, and Princes, enciched 


and adorned, time out of Mans memory, with 
divers 
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divers kinds of Priviledges, Liberties, and Fran. 
chiſes; as, among others, that they and every 
of them be free, exempt, quiet, and diſcharg. 
ed not only from Subſidies, Diſmes, Fifths, 
Tenths, Reliefs, Contributions, Taxes, Profits, 
Grants, Benevolences, and generally from all o. 
ther manner of charges, as well in time of War 
as Peace, in all ſuch Realms and Dominions, 
wherein they made their demour, bur alſo in 
all Marker Towns, and all other places, from 
Tolls, Fines, Cuſtoms, Impoſitions, and De- 
mands3 and as well from Watch and Ward in 
all Cities, Towns and Caſtles, Burroughs and 
Villages; and from the election or appoint. 
ment to any Office, of Mayor, Sheriff, Bayliff 
Conſtable, Scavenger, Churchwarden , or any 
other publick Office in Cities, Towns, Caſtles, 
Burroughs, and Villages whatſoever, And for- 
aſmvch alſo as we underitand all Kings of Arms, 
Heralds, cc. have always heretofore from the 
beginning of the Office of Arms enjoyed, and 
do preſently enjoy, all and ſingular the Privi- 
ledges, Liberties, and Franchiſes atoreſaid, 
with many other in all Chriſtian Realms, with- 
out any diſturbance, letr, or moleſtation, We 
therefore conſidering the ſame, and earneſtly 
minding as well the advancement of the {aid 
Office of Arms, as the quiet and honeſt fup- 
portance of our Servants and Miniſters there- 
of, do, of our ſpecial Grace, certain know- 
ledge, and meer motion, by the advice and con- 
ſent of our moſt dearly beloved Uncle Edward 
Duke of Somerſet, and our Protetor of our 


Realms, and Dominions, and Subjects, and ne 
the 
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the reſt of our; Councel, by theſe Preſents, not 
only Confeſle and penerally Approve, Give, 
Grant, and Confirm to the ſaid Kings Heralds, 
&c. and to every of them and their ſucceſſors 
for ever, forus and our ſucceſſors, all and fin- 
oular the premiſes before recited, although here 
not recited, as have been of honourable anti- 
quity upon juſt conſiderations to them granted, 
by Emperors, Kings, and Princes of right fa- 
mous memory heretofore : But alſo do, eſpe- 
cially by theſe Preſents, Pardon, Remit, and 
utterly for us and our Heirs, Releaſe the faid 
Kings of Arms, Heralds, &c. aſwell all Debts, 
ſums of Money, and Demands whatſoever Tax- 
ed, Aſeſſed, cc.

The Office of Garter w3s firſt inſtituted by 
Hevry the fifth, and though the other received 
Ordination long before, yet is honored with 
the precedency; and hath the preheminency in 
all Charters and Aſſemblies, Creations. of No- 
bility, and honorable proceſſions, eſpecially all 
concernments of the Order of the Garter, either 


in Eletions or Funerals. 
nn, The 
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The other of Clarencenx and Norroy by Pa- 
tents have Power, Clarenceux over all England 
| on this fide T rext, Norroy beyond , to enter in- 
to all Churches, Caſtles, Houſes, and any other 
places to ſurvey and review all Arms, Re- 
cognizances and Creſts, to make viſitations 
and to Regiſter the Pedigrees and Marriages of 
the Nobility and Gentry: and at their vifitati- 
ons or upon ſuit in their Office to puniſh with 
diſgrace and mulR, all ſuch as ſhall intrude ſo 
much upon Honor, asto uſurp other mens At- 
chievements , or fancy to themſelves new , a- 
gainſt the Law of Arms; to reverſe and deface 
them, and to make infamous by proclamation 
at Ailizes or Seſſions. all ſuch as ſhall unduly 
take upon them the Title of Eſquire or Gen- 
tleman, and ſuch as ſhall uſe, or wear mourning 
Apparel, as Gowns, Hoods, &c. contrary to 
the Order limited in the time of Henry the 
VIL and to limit all Painters and other Artifi- 
cers in the ſetting forth of Arms, 

In the execution of which Commiſſion they 
have power to Command all Juſtices, Sheriffs, 
Mayors, Bayliffs , and other Officers and ſub- 
jectsto be aiding and aſſiſting to them. And 
if upon Summons any Knight , Eſquire , or 
Gentleman, do refuſe to come and appear be« 
fore him, and give an account of their Arms 
and Gentility, they have power in their re- 
ſpetive Provinces, to ſummon them by a 
Subpena of what penalty they think fit, be- 
fore the Earl Marſhal of Eglavd for their con- 
tempt therein. 


And 
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And they have the ordering of all Funerals 
of the Gentry within their reſpective Province, 
from a Baron downwards, taking other Heralds 
intheir courſes with them. 

As alſo the ordering of all Combats, Liſts, 
and Triumphs, with the Fees belonging to them ; 
And they have for ſtipend out of the Exche- 
quer 100 Marks apiece Annuity. 

The ſix Heralds are all in equal degree, on- 
ly preceding according to the ſeniority of their 


creation , their Patents being under the Broad 


Seal of England, and their annual ſtipend is 40 
Marks, beſides their Profits and Fees. 

The Purſeyants have their Patents in like 
manner, a ſtipend of 201. per a»»»m, out of the 
Exchequer, but thoſe extraordinary have nei- 
ther Patent nor Fee, The Arms of the Office 
's Arg. a Croſſe Gules beween four Pigeons, 
Azure. 

The whole Company are ſubordinate unto 
the High Conſtable or Earl Marſhal of Z»glam, 
and by him every of them is at his firſt entry 
commended to the King, by a Bill ſigned with 


his hand. Which done, the King Signes the | 


ſame, and ſo it paſſes the Privy Seal and Broad 
Seal; and, that once obtained, they are to be 
ſworn and created by the King himſelf, or the 
Earl Marſhal in manner following. 

A King of Arms is brought unto the King or 
Lord Marſhal, led between a King and a He- 
rald, or two Heralds intheir Coats ; the other 
Heralds and Purſevants going before in their 
Coats, carrying the ſeveral neceſſary inſtru- 


ments to be uſed; on one the Coat of Arms 
where- 


of Her abide. 
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wherewith the new King is to be inveſted, ano- 
ther the Crown, another the Patent; another 
the Boul of water ; another the Book and Sword; 
another the Book where his Oath is received, all 
making ſeveral obeyſance, and then he kneels 
down with thoſe two that led him, one of 
which holds the Book and Sword whereon he 
ſwears, the other ſpeaks his Oath; then his 
Parent isread; andat the word Creams, and 
Imveſtimus, bis Coat is put on; and at zo» vio- 
lante nomine, Cc, the water is poured on his 
Head, and then he 1s perfect, 

There is belonging to this Office a Regiſter, 
Marſhal, and other Officers and Servants, and, 
amongſt thoſe Painters called Heralds-Painters, 
every King of Arms hath power to Commilli- 
on one, whom he pleaſes, as appropriate to his 
buſineſs : And ſo much for Heralds.

Irſt it is to be underſtood the 
| four Colledges or Innes of 
LHTHGRB Conrt, may be termed Collegia 
Alf 7ariſcouſultorum , that is, Col- 
ES > ledges of Lawyers, 
The Romans did call ſuch 
Houſes Diverſoria,ordained to 
entertain ſtrangers, which in our Engliſh are 
called Inns : and have been acknowledged with 
us in England, to be the reſiding Houſes of 
the Nobleſt Peers, viz. Oxford Inn, Warwick 
Inn, Ely Inn; and now called Oxford Hoxſe, 
Warwick Houſe, and Ely Houſe : Somewhat ac- 
cording to the French, whoſe Houſes of No- 
bility (in Pars) arecalled Hoſtels, (in Latine, 
Hoſpitium) in Engliſh, Inxs. 

In Zoxam and thereabouts there are fourteen, 
Two Serjeants Inns, Four [ns of Conrt , and 
Eight [mms of Chancery. 


The moſt antient 7» of Conrt,and wherein Ser- 
jeants of Law had their firſt reſidence, was fome- 
times over againſt St. Andrews Church in Hol- 
born, and was known by 1h name of Serjeants 

| Y Z Inn, 
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[nn ; which afterwaras came to be the Scrope, 
who hen were, and have (ince continued Barons 
of this Land, and it was called Screops Inn, which 
s called by another name, the poſſeſſion being 
kewife altered out. of rhat Family. 

And although the Inns of the Serjeants be 
ſomewhat antient for tine, as alſo of modern 
age t00 : yet it mult be granted, that in re- 
ſ:& of ſome others they muſt be reſpeRed but 
of a nova! foundation. Yet foraſmuch as they 
are receptacles and lodging places of the moſt 
Reverend Judges, and grave Barons of the Ex- 
chequer, and other Judges, in Office, and Ser- 
jeants at Law : they are by way of decercy to be 
reckoned in the firſt rank, 

That Hoſtel or Inn which now is commoniy 
called Serjcants Innin Fleetftreet, was ſometime 
a Mefſuage appertaining unto the Dean and 
Prebends of York. And afterwards purchaſed by 
the Judges, and Serjeants at Law that lived in 
tae Reign of King Hear the VIII. for a place 
of relidence for them in Term time, 

And that other called Serjeants Imn in Chan- 
ccr7 Lane, wes ſometimes a Meſſuage belonging 
unto the Biſhops of rhe See of Ely; as appear- 
eh by Records. 

In ihefe fa'd Houſes or Inns of Court, com- 
monly called S$erj:ants Inn the Reverend Judg- 
es of this Land, and the Serjeants at Law have 
for many years lived, and have been lodged with- 
inche fame, being (1n very deed} although ſeve- 
ral by diſtance or place,yer held to be bur one en- 
rire fociecy,or coniraternity by the name of Bre-

And firſt of the two Houfes, or Societies, 
which are called by the name of Temples or the 
Templars Inn,

The ſaid two Temples or the Templars Inn, 
are of any other of the Inns of Court the moſt 
renowned and famous for antiquity : They 
were at the prime, and in their original but 
one entire tound+rion 1nd body. 

But in procefſe of time became divided , 
firſt founded by a Religious and devout Order of 
Souldiers, called Templaris, that is to fay, 
Templars. 

Which Knights within the Kingdom ot 
England purchaſed to themſelves . certain 
Linds in Fleerſtreet, bordering upon the ſhore 

Þ::3 of 
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Inns of Conrt 


of the River Thames, and thereon ( within a 
ſhort time) built a large Edifice, and withal, 
a round Synagogue, like unto a Chappel or 
Temple, as it is now ſtanding, and was by He- 
raclins, Patriarch of 7eruſalem, Anno Dom. 
1185. dedicated to the ſervice of God ; in 
which place theſe Templars by the ſpace of one 
hundred years lived in great Honor and Opu. 
lency, enjoying large poſſeſſions, and thoſe ſci- 
tuate in the beſt places of the Realm ; the like 
they had in other places; the Prelate of which 
Order was ever a Baron of England. 

Now afcer the ſuppreſfion of theſe Xnights- 
Templars, their Colledge or Hoſtel came to the 
hands of Thomas Plantaganet , Earl of Lanca- 
fter, who being attainted for Diſloyalty and 
Treaſon,the ſame became inveſted to the Crown, 
And afterwards the Earls Z7ago le Diſpencer, 
Earl of Cheſter, obrained the poſſeſſion of the 
ſame Houſe ; who for the like tranſgreliion, 
was juſtly attainted alſo, and then it cameto 
Damare ae Valence, Earl of Pembwke, the Luſig- 
z1an Family in Fraxce : who lodged therein but 
for 2 1mali ſeaſon, ſo that inthe Reign of Zaw. 
the II, the $-ges and worthy profeſſors of the 
Common Laws of this Realm, obtained a long 
Leaſe of chis Houle for 101. per Annam. A third 
part whereof, called the Ont\Wward Temple, one 
Do-ior Stap/eton, Biſhop of E xetey. in the days 
of King Edward the ſecond, procured for are- 
ſiding Man(1on to him and his ſucceiTors, Biſhops 
of that See; and it was called Excter Inn: 
and ſo continued until the days of Queen 11a- 
77, when che Lord Pager, her Principal Secreta- 


ry 
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ry of State, and obtained the faid third pare 
called Exeter Hoxſe, to him, and bis Heigs, 
- | and did re-edify the ſame, After whom the ſaid 
Houſe, or the third part of the ſaid Templars 
Houſe, came to Thomas late Duke of Norfolk, 
' and was by him conveyed to Sir Robert Dualey, 
| Knight, alias Sutton, Earl of Leiceſter, who be. 
queathed the ſame to Sir Robert Dudley, Knight, 
his Son; and lately came by purchaſe to Robert 
| Devorenx Earl of Eſſex, that died in the Reign 
of the late Queen Elizabeth; and ir is called to 
this day Eſſex Houſe. 

And not ro omit what is written touching the 
antiquity of the Coat of Arms belonging to this 
Houſe , it is warranted by the ſame, was, and 
yet is, to be ſeen pourtraicted in an old Manu- 
ſcript, written many years ſince, concerning the 
foundation of that Order, and which Manuſcript 
now is , or of late was in the cuitody of the 
Right Honorable Lord William Howard, a lo- 
ver of Nobility and Honourable Arms, 


It is to be underſtood that before the Ordey of 
Knight-Templars aſſumed to themſelves 
the ſaid Coat- Armor they now wear, that 
they did embrace as to them appropriate 
this Enfign, A Horſe galloping with two 
Men an his back. 


The which Enſign was uſually Engraven on 
their Signer or Common Seal : It hath been 
conjeQured, that the ſignificancy thereot was, 
that the original of this Order began in po- 
verty and want: So that when they were to 

Y 4 under- 
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undertake any. expedition of Chriſtian ſervice, 
they were enforced tor want of ability, toride 
two of them upon 'one. Horſe : 'But it is more 
truly conceited, that the ſame was rather an 
Emblem of Love, and Charity, and was a true 
Hieroglyphick of an ingenious diſpoſition, and 
of 3 cou teous kindneſs, uſed amongit noble 
and free-hearted Souldiers; whereof none were 
of greater note then this Order, Who being 
proteſied Martialiſts and honorable ſpirits when 
they ſhould come to the reſcue of a Chriſtian 
Soldier, who might happen to be wounded, or 
ſick, and comfortleſs in the field, they would 
relteve him, and ſet him behind one of them 
vpon his own Horſe, and by that means con: 
veigh him to ſome place of fafety, where they 
ſhou!d likewiſe take ſome ſpeedy courſe for his 
relief. Neither was this work of Charity, only 
practiſed by the Chriſtian Knights in thoſe ages; 
but it w.s uſed by the very Infidels and Pagans 
who :alf» uſually were exerciſed in the ſame 
works of Charity, as may be obſerved, and read, 
out of the fzmous and renowved Poet {riots 
who rclates, that Reginaldo and Fernand, two 
Knignts Charlemain did fight together, and each 
of them was mortaliy wounded, and therefore 
they +oreedio Adjourn the Combat till ar other 
day. And that, during the ſpace of the Parly, 
Reginald7's Pilfry ilrayed away, and could not 
be tound ; whereu:on Fernand proffered Regi- 
naldo 2 pirt of his Horſe to ride upon, and wil- 
le.| him ro mount up bebind him, with afſu- 
rance te would conveigh him fafe to the place 
ne deſired, which Yeginaldo accepted, and $47 

mane 
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nand performed : This Hiſtory 1s writ by Arioſts 
in the Itahan Language, and not unworthy ob- 
ſervation to this intent, 


The Knights Templars took, their original 
about the year of Grace, 1118. and up- 
on this occaſion many Neble Men, who 
were Religionſly bent, obliged them[elves 
by ſpecial vows to {erve Chriſt as Regu- 
lar Cannons in Chaſtity , and Obedience; 
and to renounce their own proper will (or 


fUErs 


The firſt of that Order was Hygo Pagan, 
and Goafrido de Sanfto Hadomaro. 

Their Habit was preſcribed by Pope Heon- 
r14s tO be a white Habit; and after, by order 
from Pope Emzgenio, theſe Knights had -their 
firſt Habication appointed them by Baldwin 
King of 7ersſalem, neer unto the Holy Temple; 
there they were ever after ſaluted by the names 
of Knights Templars. 

This Order in proceſſe of time did grow ſo 
univerſally great, that many great Cities and 
Towns of Chriſtendom received their Order 
of the Knights Templars, as well in this our 
Nation, as in other parts where they enjoyed 
fair Revenues and large Poſleſlions, for in 
England this Univerſity called the Temple, was 


the Seat and Habiration of divers Knights of 


that Order. But it hath of Jate by the Princely 
donation of King fames; our late Soveraign, 
been confirmed to the Profeſſors of the com- 


mon Law, under the Great Seal of Z »g/ara. :

Tothe Inner Houſe was alfo appropriated di- 
vers Learned Legiſts from cime to time, which 
in Number , Continuance, and gifts of Nature, 
did exceed every other of the ſaid Inns of 
Court : and therefore was antiently termed 71» 
Temple Boun Pleader, Which continued to 
this very day ; and it is withal mucheſteemed 
of, beautified, and graced with a ſpecial Gar- 
den plot, famous for its ſcituation, neatneſs and 
nearneſs of the River.

TT Houſe owning a right to the Arms as 
well as Name of the Lacies Earls of L:n- 
cola, have ſet up over the Gate the Lion Ram- 
pant, purpure, committing a great miſtake in 
that, if Sir Foby Fern's account of that Fami- 
ly of the Zacies be true, (which hath paſſed for 
authentick :) for he tells us, that Or, a Lyon 
Rampant purpure Was his right ; but it was on- 
ly a quartering , and not the paternal Coat :

This Society of Lincolns Inv, the next for 
antiquity, and antient Ally tro the Afiddle Tem- 
| ple, 1s ſcituate in a Street or Lane, known for- 
merly by the name of New Street, and now 
Chancery Lane, being once the Manſion-Houſe 
of a Gentleman, called William de Haverſbal, 
Treaſorer to King Henry the Il. who for dif- 
loyalty to his Soveraign, was by the ſaid King 
attainted of Treaſon, ſo that thereby his Houſe 
ind Lands became annext to the Crown, And 
thereupon the King gave this Houſe to Ralph 
4 Nova Villa, vulgo Newil, Chancellor of E »g- 
land, as appearerh by an antient Record : who 
alſo was Biſhop of Chicheſter, and kept his Ha- 
bication or place of- abode in that place. 

This Houſe came afterwards to the hands of 
Henry Lacy Earl of Lincoln, by reaſon whereof 
It was called Lzxcoles Inn, and keeperh the ſtile 
to this day. This Earl Herry deceaſed in that 
Houſe, aboutthe year of our Lord 1310. Ne- 
vertheleſs this Houſe did afterwards continue to 
the Biſhops of Chicheſter, until the Reign of 
King Henyy the VIII, and che intereſt thereof, 
came by conveyance to Juſtice Gxl:yard and 
other Feoffees who during his life , and after 
him, his poſterity held it until the Reign of the 
late Queen Elizabeth, and then Sir Edward 
Gul/yard, Knight, (tro whom the ſame did ſuc 
ceſlively detcend by Inheritance) ſold the ſame 
with the Inhericance thereof to the Benchers 
and Society thereof,

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There is no memory of any flouriſhing E. 
ſtates of the Students and Profeſſors of the 
Common Laws R:(ident in this Colledge, until 
the Reign of King Henry the YI. when icap- 
peareth by the Rolls and Remembrances of that 
Houſe, that the fame became ſomewhat to be 
famous. But now of lace time this Houſe hath 
been much Enlarged and Beautified, with ranks 
of goodly Edifhces, and alſo with a fair and 
goodly Chappel. The firſt of the chiefeſt build. 
ings thereof was begun at the coſt of Sir Tho 
mas Lovel, Knight, chen or h-tore a tellow of 
that Society, who erected caat fair Gate-houſe 
into Chancery lane, of Brick and kr-e Scone, 
whereupon is engraven ihe arms of Lacy, Earl 
of Lincoin, rogether with his own. 

The faid Chancery lane is fo called, for that 
King Edward the JII. in the fifteenth year 
of his Reign: annexed the Houſe of Coventry by 
Patent to the Office of Chancery, now called 
the Rolls.

which is called Clements Well. 
This Anchor is engraven in Stone over the 
Gate of the firſt entrance into the Houſe, and 
s an Hieroglyphick, figuring thereby that Pope 
I C'l:- 
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Clement, as he was Pope, was reputed Capat Ec- 
cleſie Romans, for the Roman Prieſthood, or 
Anchorage of Chriſtendom, figured by the An. 
chor,and by the Text C. the Sacerdotal Digity. 

Some hold that the device of the Anchor 
was rather inyented upon this reaſon ; of the 
Martyrdom of Pope Clement, as Jacobus de Vos 
ragia writeth, that he received his Martyrdom 
being bound to a great Anchor, and caſt into 
the Sea by the Command of the Emperor

Chancery Officers do there relide, namely At- 
torneys, commonly called The $tx Clerks of the 
Chancery, and are to this day a Soctety of Gen- 
tlemen well Learned in the Laws: Theſe were 
at the firſt Sacerdotal , and therefore called 
Clerks, And in thoſe days when the Inſtituti- 
on of them was firſt eſtabliſhed, they were all of 
them Church-men. 

This Houſe was acquired and gotten for the 
Soctety by one oh» Riderminſter Eſquire, a 
Member thereof, who in his time was a very 
$Kilful and well Learned Man, and both faith- 
ful and juſt, as well co his Client as to his 
friend, It was antiently the Inn, or the 
Manſion of the Abbot of Norton in Linco'n- 
ſhire, and ſince that time it hath been the dwel- 
ling Houſe of one Andrew Hersfleet, and is moſt 
proper to be called an 7a» of Chancery, for the 
Officers of Chancery only reſide there : the 
Houſe is ſcituate in Chazcery /ave, where the 
Cauſes appertaining to Charxcery zre only hand- 
led and diſcuſt.

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State, Sir Nicholas Bacon, Knight, Lord Keeper 
of the Great Seal of Exgland, for the benefit 
and decency of a new contrived Office, now 
culled Carſitors, therein to lodge and to keep their 
ſeveral Offices; 1 heſe Carſitors have the ma- 
king of all Original Writs, (according to the 
Regiſter) which are ſued our, and taken forth 
in Cauſes commenced by the Students at the 
Common Law, Intimes paſt the chief Officer 
of the Court of Chancery was ever a Biſhop, 
and termed Carcellarints, becaule he fate in Can- 
ccllis, that is to ſay, iu Chancels, or places let- 
ticed after the manner of Chancels in Churches, 
as Petrics Pablizs a Learned Writer hath left 
to poſterity. 

The Maſters of this Court were for the mo#: 
part DoRors of Divinity, and had Prebendaries 
in Churches,and other Dignities and Promotions. 

The Caurſitors, or rather the Choriſters, as It 
befitteth a Choy, there being no Honourable 
Cathedral or Collegiate Church Ja E/pli/e, 
which can be well without them. And in for- 
mer days both antient and modern, the Ghoſt- 
ly Fathers or Confefſors were examiners 1n 
Chancery, as Men held moſt conſcionable, and
